The Lor¬ 
raine Litchfield Volunteer of 
the Year Award is given each 


year in recognition to all those

Dalmatian Coast, Croatia 

Before the recent war tore Yugoslavia 
apart, the Dalmatian Coast was one of 
Europe’s summer playgrounds. Its 
painters palette of blue waters and green 
hills, its more than 1,000 islands, and its 
centuries-old stone villages attracted mil¬ 
lions of visitors. Now that peace seems to 
be holding in Croatia, it’s luring them 
back. In 1997, the most recent year for 
which figures are available, tourist arrivals 
were up 39 percent over 1996, to nearly 
4.5 million. 

In particular, Dubrovnik, the coast’s 
southern gateway, seems set to bloom once 
more beneath the Adriatic sun. Thanks to 
substantial aid from the United States and 
Western Europe, most signs of war dam¬ 
age have disappeared, and within the next 


three years, four of the city’s finest prewar 
hotels—the Argentina, the Belvedere, the 
Dubrovnik Palace, and the Imperial—arc 
scheduled to open again after major reno¬ 
vations. Dubrovnik, in partnership with 
Croatia’s major travel agency, Atlas Travel, 
hopes to be operating a “midsize” passen¬ 
ger ship by/2000 that would cruise the 
coast as far as Venice (800-738-4537). On 
your own;'head north from Dubrovnik on 
the Jadrolinija ferry or by road; either way, 
you will be overwhelmed by Dalmatia’s 
beauty (385-51-330-899, fax -337-1 10). 

Visit Hvar, Losinj, or any of the hundreds 
of’other island towns, all with excellent 
seafood cafes lining waterfront 
squares and sheltered coves nearby.
